A few years ayo it was un- 1 
avoidablo doath for a Japanese to res 
turn home after once leaving his 
country, evon if blown out to sea and 
shipwrecked. Now thoy voluntarily 
seek tho charms of Western civili- 
sation aftor centuries of isolation, and 
desire participation in its glories and 
achievements. For this groat ch/uigo, 
destinod in the end to work a com- 
plete revolution, wo must thank Califor- 
nia and British Columbia. There is no 
denying the fact, for ii becomes more 
patent ovory day, that both China 
and Japan can only bo conquorod and 
revolutionized through tho Pacific. 
How earnestly thon should every Eng- 
lishman work to get this Colony con*- 
neoted with Canada, that sho may at 
once enter upon tho greatness of her 
brilliant future. It reflects severely 
upon oar sluggishness that all people 
on tho Pacific except ourselves are 
working iu the right direction. Is it 
wise or patriotic to stand by with our

Tha political condition ol 
tho country is about as when you were hero. 
The Tycoon ban submitted to tho Mikado, 
and gone into retirement in tho Uastle of 
Mho. Hu gave orders for his army aad navy 
to surrender, but tho soldiers mostly deserted 
with thoir arms, and ttie navy got up steam 
and went off. The army has sioco partially 
organizod us rcinuis, contrary to the orders 
of the Tycoon, and several battles have huen 
fought, resulting generally in favor of the 
remins. The navy came back to Yedo, and 
a portion of tbo ships have been surrendered, 
but the Tycoon parly still keeps ttie oes! ol 
them. This place is in possession of the 
Mikado's people, .two of Lis Ministers for 
Foreign Alluirs being here. All foreign 
soldiers and marines who were in port pro- 
tecting ihu place when you were here have 
been withdrawn, and wo aro now protected 
by the Mikado. Tho Mooooaoy and Iroquois 
are still bora, and I am expecting Admiral 
Rowan in the Catagua tho lst of July.
